I/Ir,  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  /mnual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  1954  including  a short  report  on 
the  Port  Heal  til  /irea. 

The  health  of  the  people  as  for  as  can  be  .ascertained  from  the  death 
rate,  infantile  mortality  ra.te  and  incidence  of  infectious  disease  appears 
to  be  satisfactory.  The  crude  death  rate  for  the  Borough  is  considerably 
increased  by  ihclusion  of  73  deaths  v/hich  occurred  in  Bensted  House, 

In  future  years  I hope  it  vd.ll  be  possible  to  detach  from  these  deaths 
those  T/ho  have  had  no  domicile  in  Paver  sham. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  15.2  is  the  lowest  recorded  for  the 
Borough  since  1939  and  conpares  very  favourably  vdih  that  of  England  and 
Yifales  25,5  v;hich  is  also  the  lowest  ever  recorded, 

Tvro  of  the  three  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  four  weeks  of  life 
arising  from  causes  mainly  previous  to  birth  and  ever  which  environmental 
circumstances  have  no  control. 

There  were  107  cases  of  V&ooping  Qopgh  notified  dviring  the  year  and 
79  in  the  previous  year.  The  illness  occurred  principally  in  children  of 
pre  school  and  early  school  life  and  is  frequently  a distressing  complaint 
causing  sleepless  cidsturbed  nights.  There  is  no  evidence  available  re- 
garding the  number  of  children  who  have  been  iinmunised  against  this  disease. 

It  is  establislied  that  irmnunisation  does  provide  a large  measure  of  protection 
and  va.ccinated  children  \-ftio  develop  Y/hooping  Cough  have  less  severe  avttacks, 
Irnmunisa.tion  is  now  carried  out  to  a large  extent  in  association  with 
Diphtheria  prophylajxis  and  the  recent  vaccines v/hich  are  given  subcutaneously 
do  not  cause  the  severe  reactions  which  vrore  sometimes  noted  with  the 
intramuscular  injections. 

The  work  of  the  department  increased  during  the  year  with  the  additional 
amount  of  slau,ghtering  and  v/ork  on  slvua  clearance.

The 
slaughterhouse  v/as  licensed  and  the  arrangement  has  so  far  v/orked 
satisfactorily  & amicably. 


There  v/as  on  increo.se  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  as  compared 
vd-th  the  previous  year,  i.e, , 1953  4,369,  1954  - 5,545. , The  increase 
mainly  concerned  pigs  of  vdiich  1,000  more  were  slau^tered  than  in  the  ' 
previous  year.  The  amount  of  meat  and  organs  condemned  at  the  slaughter- 
house totalled  4 tons  13  cwts.  7 lbs,

(c)  Other  Foods 


Almost  eight  tons  of  other  foodstuffs  were  condemned  for  various  reasons 
as  unfit  for  htanan  consiomption.  This  amount  included  five  ton  of  potatoes 
affected  by  blight.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  276  cases  of  grapefruit 
each  containing  four  dozen  fruits  were  condeimed  for  decomposition.  This 
was  part  of  a consignment  sent  to  Messrs,  East  Kent  Packers,  Ltd,  by  a fim 
of  importers  for  sorting  and  repacking  and  its  condition  was  due  to  the  hold- 
up of  the  discharge  of  a ship’ s cargo.
